CHAPTER CXXVIIIL
AN ACT TOATFROPRIATE MONEY ¥OR CERTAIN PURPOSES,
Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesvta;

Secrron 1. That the sum of seventy-five 44-100 dol-
lars be and the same is hereby appropriated to Lorenzo
Hoyt out of any moneys in the state treasury not other-
wise appropriatled, to reimburse him for money expended
in the contested election case ot H. J. Brainard aguinst
Lorenzo Hoyt for a seat in the house of representatives
for the year eighteen hundred and seventy-four, from the
twenty-fourth senatorial and representative d.stricts.

Sec. 2. That the further sum of seventy-seven 75-100
dollara be and the same is hereby appropriated to Wuiter
McArthur to reimburse him for his expenses in the con-
tested election case of McArthur against Beard.

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from
and after its passage.

CHAPTER CXXIX.

AN ACT TO APPROPRIATE MONEY FOR CERTAIN PURPOSES
THEREIN KAMED.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota ;

SectioN 1. That the following sums of money, or so
much thereof as may be necessary, be and the sume are
hereby appropriated out of any money in the treasury be-
longing to the general revenue fund, not otherwise ap-
propriated :

1st.—For the payment of certificates issued by the sen-
ate for mileage, per diem of the members and officers of
the senate, and for the payment of other expenses while sit-
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ting as a court of impeachment in May, cighteen hundred
and seventy-three (1873), four thousand dollars ($4,000).

2d.—For payment of balance due state printer for work
done by contract for state in eighteen hundred and seventy-
three (1873), ten thousand seven hundred and thirty-six
23-100 dollars ($10,736.23).

3d.—For payment of balance due for publishing gen-
eral laws of eighteen hundred and seventy-three (1873),
in newspapers, fifteen hundred and seventy-seven 25.100
dollars {$1,577.25).
. 4th.—For payment of amount due for advertizing for

the various etate departments in eighteen hundred and
geventy-three (1873), one thousand dollara ($1,000).

5th.—This uct shall take effect and be in force from
and aiter its passage.

CHAPTER CXXX,

AN ACT TO APPROPRIATE MONEY FOR THE PURPOSES
THEREIN NAMED.

Beit enacted by the Legislature of the Stats of Minnesota:

Secrion 1. That the sum of six hundred dollarg ropoy e mre
($600) or so imuch thereof as may be necessary is hereby g cxecutire
appropriated for the purpose of buying a safe for the
oxccutive office. Said sum to bo paid out of the treasury
upon the order of the governor.

Seo. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from when aet to take
and after its passage. effect.
